Wo table opportunities also exist for channeling Russian-language 
books to the- USSR- by way of visitors and tourists from East Europe. 
Tea thousand Foies, for example, visited Austria in 1961, Tom 
logo expressed enthusiasm for the above idea as well as for the 
idea of a small lues tan-language book soot ion in a large Vienna 
bookstore, something he feels offers great promise, adding that 
more than 4,®©© Soviet oitisens stayed in Austrian hotels la 
1961 . 

The booklet on which Ton Huge and EKD have cooperated will be 
finally finished In January. This project has bean hindered by 
unavoidable technlo&l delays, IBB can, should it sc desire, 
translate into Bus clan a booklet on comparative worker conditions 
in East and feat, being prepared by the Austrian Trade Union 
League* upon its completion, hopefully in 196?. The booklet 
will be distributed by the sponsoring organisation. 

My impression of opportunities in Austria, after several 
hours conversation with Tom Eoge, is that extremely promising 
mailing and give-away possibilities for the Soviet Union are 
available in Vienna for the taking. Any undertakings, however.

I belief the enclosed memo is of unusual Interest as an 
indication of the growing influence of the Institute not only 
through its publications but through its educational impact on the deve- 
loping countries. It should be particularly noted that the author of 
the memo , a leading personality in the Kaklstan Ministry of Education 
and Information, will bring to the attention of his Government the 
possibility of its sending Pakistani scholars to the Institute for 
periods of training. 

In private conversation Mr. Yanvir Ahmad Khan was much more 
enthusiastic over the project than appears in his written memo, 
and said that he would urge the dispatch of a scholar in the near 
future. He said there was a good possibility of finding someone 
with a working knowledge of Russian and added that the main purpose 
of such a etudy period should be to learn from us how to organise and 
operate such an Institute) and that the visiting Pakistani scholar 
should spend at least six months at the Institute.
